When other policemen, reinforced 
by seven detective bureau squads with 
machine guns, arrived at the scene 


they found Marcusson standing over 
his prisoner and the two wounded 
men, holding a curious crowd at bay 
with his pistol Bystanders were un- 
able. up to that time. to know but 
what the policeman was another

Dr. Denny told members of the 
seciety of chemical industry that 
chemical treatment of certain plants 
during the annual dormancy of 
“vest period” had almost the effect 
ef an alarm clock upon a sleeping 
person. The plants, he said, were | 
thus awakened almost immediately | 
to vigorous growth during the sev | 
eral months nature had set aside as | 
times for their complete relaxation 

By placing lilacs in a room filled | 
with chemical vapors for 24 to 48 
hours he had caused them to bloom 
before Christmas, he said, some 
thing they had never done before 
in this part ef the country He 
expected this season to produce a

GROWING RIGHT ALONG 


Bank clearings at Edmonton during 
the last week were more than a million 
nnd a half dollars greater than for the cor- 
responding week last year, representing a 
gain of nearly one-third. If it were not so 
common, the recording of gains of this 
proportion week after week would be 
phenomenal. It is improbable that any 
other city in Canada can show such a sus- 
tained record of equally large weekly or 
monthly gains for the last two years. If 
the volume of banking transactions means 
anything, business done in and through 
Edmonton is growing continuously, as 
well as rapidly 


REVALUING SOLDIER FARMS 


More than 8,000 soldier settlers have 
applied to have their land and other farm 
property, bought under the ssttlement 
scheme, revalued. The applicants total 
upwards of one-half the returned men 
who still remain on their farms. And of 
three returned men who went on land 
under the scherne only two remain 

These figures show how general has 
been the feeling among the soldier set- 
tlers that they were led into assuming an 
impossible or unfair burden of debt. One 
out of three could see no way of*paying 
off the mortgages, or thought it was not 
worth while, and left their farms. Of 
the others, more than forty per cent 
claim that their farms were over-valued 
and that their obligations should be re- 
duced 

It is not at all likely that all claims 
will be allowed, or that all the applicants 
will get as large reductions as they hope 
for. But those who are disappointed in 
these respects will still be gainers by hav- 
ing their affairs re-examined. They will 
thus get assurance that their farms are 
worth what they undertook to pay for 
them. That will clear away any doubts 
they may have, and strengthen their con- 
fidence in the value of their holdings 


THE EXPERIMENT NOT CONCLUSIVE 


The proposal to ask Parliament to ex- 
clude Pennsylvenia anthracite from On- 
tario by a prohibitive tariff, for the bene- 
fit of the Alberta coal industry, seems to 
take for granted that Alberta coal cannot 
compete with the Pennsylvania product 
there under the special rate arranged by 
-arliament and ordered by the Railway 
Commission 

That assumption is at least premature. 
It is based on the results of a single sea- 
son's trial. That trial was made under 
conditions about as well caleulated to 
make the plan fail as any that could be 
devised. The special rate was only applic- 
able for three months in the early sum- 
mer, when the demand for coal was at the 
minimum. And for two out of those three 
months the railways refused to haul the 
coal without charging additional rates 
which the Railway Commission said they 
were not entitled to charge 

Parliament, having given the Alberta 
coal industry the supposed assistance of a 
special coal rate to Ontario, is not very 
likely to concede the further favor of a 
te viff which would keep Pennsylvania an- 
thracite out of Ontario. It is much more 
likely that Alberta will be told to wait un- 
til the freight rate experiment has been 
completed before asking for other aids to 
build up a coal market in central Canada. 


WAGES VERSUS TALK 


It remained, of course, for a Canadian 
in England to-sa2y the most foolish of all 
the foolish things that have been said 
about the coming of British unemployed 
miners to seek work in the Canadian har- 
vest fields. Presuming to speak for the 
Canadian Trades and Labor Council, he 
characterized the “sending” of these men 
to Canada as a “crime,” perpetrated by 
designing capitalists 

This sage conclusion the speaker de 
duced from the fact that he once invaded 
the harvest fields of the West himsel! 
“expecting to make a fortune’ and had 
to go hore on a cettle train. From which 
it would appear that the oratorical gentle- 
man differed from the miners in that he 
wouldn't work when he got to the fields. 

Meantime the miners, who camc of 
their own accord so far as is known in 
this country, are working at the going 
rate of pay with board. When the harvest 
is over, the transportation companies are 
bound to take them back, at rates pre- 
viously agreed upon, unless they wish to 
remain in Canada. As they had no pros-
